How a Young- - Haa cot Away with
- 100,001.

.
" Chicago, Jan. 3. The belated story of

a forgery to a very large amount and the
flight and arrest ' was made public this
evening by Pinkerton's detective agency.
About Christmas the agency received a
telegram from Barnes of New York and
New Haven, American agents for.the
large Liverpool commission house
of Bomford brothers, that their
exchange clerk E. H. Kobb had
absconded after forging and converting
to his own use $10,000 in exchange be-

longing to the agency. It was soon dis-
covered that Kobb was here in company
with a man named John R. Vanarsdale
and that they were spending money very
freely. While the case was being worked
up Vanarsdale returned to New
York where he was arrested.
Last Friday Kobb was arrested
secretly in a house of with one
of the inmates of whom he had become
enamoured and was on the point of start-
ing for Mexico. Four hundred dollars
was found in his possession, $1200. worth
of furs ánd silks whice he had lavished bn
the woman, was also taken possession of.
It was found that Kobb had spent $2 500
here and Vanarsdale had spent $2ooo.
It appears that he forged bills of exchange
and invested the money in government
bonds, and absconded. Pinkerton says
he confessed to his stealings being fully
$ 1 00,000. He was taken to New York
the same day. When arrested last Sun-
day he took the detective to the upper
part of New York where, after some
difficulty, they recovered from a dry
cistern encased in a hermetically sealed
drain pipe and wrapped in oiled silk gov-
ernment bonds to the amount of $20,000,
going thence to Brooklyn where another
piece of drain pipe yielded $25,000. It.
is not known whether any more
money has been recovered. Kobb was
well connected and once occupied a re--
apunbiuiCgposiuoa witn 111c luiiuian une
and has a brother now chief clerk of that
line.

SCIENTIFIC HwTES.
In a lecture delivered at Manchester,

Mr. D. Howitz has considered the rela
tion of forests to fresh-wat- er fisheries in a
paper which appears among the publica-
tions of the late Fisheries Exhibition in
London. He regards it as at least prob
able ' that the disappearance of salmon
from rivers has in some case been due
to the removal of the forests from the
banks of the stream.

A single plant of a new species of po
tato which has received the botanical
name of Solanum Ohroudi was some
time ago discovered on a small uninhab-te- d

island at the mouth of the river Platte
in South America, The tubers, about
the size of hens' eggs, were carried to
France and planted.
